New York. Dec. 4 (AP).—Prof. Al- 1 , 
bert Einstein Thursday gave the ■ 
world another mathematical dis- j 
co very, a celestial wonder new to 
astronomy, showing that the space , 
near a star is a magnifying glass. 
It seems that one star can, with 
improved astronomical instruments, 
be a magnifying glass, or telescope, 
for better seeing of another, more 
distant star. The reason, he ex­ 
plains. is the bending of light rays 
when they pass the sun or any other 
massive star. 
Rays Collect in Space 
The rays, he finds, collect in this 
space as they would in a lens. Then 
at certain distant points the rays so 
collected are focussed, like the focus 
of a spy glass, opera glass or tele­ 
scope. 
Human eyes, at the right point in 
space, would see this star-focussed 
Image 
There are stars suitably 
lined up. one far behind the other. 
to be seen in this manner from 
earth. 
But Professor Einstein points out 
that present optical equipment and 
present resolving power of tele­ 
scopes is not sufficient to make these 
spnce images visible. 
He announces the "lens*' effect in 
Science, 
official 
journal 
of 
the 
American Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Science. 
"Some time ago," he writes, *‘R. 
W Mandl paid me a visit and asked 
me to publish the results of a little 
calculation, which I had made at 
his request. 
This note complies 
with his wish.” 
Verified During Belime 
The star magnifying glasses go 
back to the world-famous eclpise of 
the sun in 1919, whihc was the first 
verification 
of 
FTin*»cetn's general 
theory of relativity. 
Stars whose light passed close to 
the sun during the eclipse were 
photographed. 
Six months later, 
when again in the same position, 
but with the sun no longer near 
them, they were rephotographed on 
the same plates. 
The star rays did not fall on the

same places in the photographic 
plates, showing that the rays had 
been deflected, inward toward the 
sun, when they passed close to it 
during the eclipse. 
This verified Einstein’s prediction. 
Newton long before had shown that 
the 
sun’s 
gravitation 
would 
be 
enough to bend the rays of light. 
But Einstein’s relativity gave a 
greater bending, attributed to a 
curve electro-magnetic space near 
the sun. This extra bend the eclipse 
verified.
